CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. 
(AP) — A two-man Russian So­ 
yuz ship blazed away from 
earth today on the first of twin 
launchings that aim for a link­ 
up in space between Soviet cos­ 
monauts and American astro­ 
nauts. 
Cosmonauts Alexei Leonov 
and Valeri Kubasov rocketed 
flawlessly into orbit from the 
Baikonur Cosmodrome on the 
edge of a central Russian 
-desert where 90-degree tem­ 
peratures and bleak landscape 
resembled the flat, dry areas of 
West Texas. 
“Everything is normal, nor­ 
mal; everything is perfect. We 
are in good health,” Leonov re­ 
ported after they had com­ 
pleted their first circuit of the 
globe and checked out their 
spaceship systems.

Liftoff from the base, 1,400 
miles southeast of Moscow, was 
right on time at 8:20 a.m. EDT. 
Ten minutes later, the Soviet 
Mission Control Center reported 
Soyuz was in a near-perfect or­ 
bit ranging from 114 to 136 
miles high, moving at more 
than 17,000 miles an hour. 
At Cape Canaveral, half a 
world away, the countdown pro­ 
ceeded without a hitch on the 
Saturn rocket which was to 
hoist Apollo astronauts Thomas 
P. Stafford, Vance D. Brand 
and Donald K. Slayton away 
from this seaside launch base. 
In midmorning, thunderstorm 
clouds built up over the Atlan­ 
tic east of Cape Canaveral, but 
space agency meteorologists 
predicted there would be favor­ 
able weather at launch time. 
Because of their late liftoff, 


the astronauts were still in bed 
and did not watch the Russian 
launch on television. They 
awakened at 10:10 a.m. and 
watched a videotape replay of 
the launch as they ate the tra­ 
ditional launch day breakfast of 
steak and eggs. 
They immediately dispatched 
a message to the Soviet control 
center which was relayed to the 
cosmonauts. It read: “Con­ 
gratulations 
on 
a 
great 
launch.” 
Soon after Soyuz shot into or­ 
bit, Soviet party leader Leonid 
I. Brezhnev messaged the cos­ 
monauts, wishing them a “hap­ 
py flight and a successful com­ 
pletion of your task, and a safe 
return to your homeland.” He 
also wished their American 
counterparts well. 
“Thank you very much,” 


Leonov replied. 
President Ford, who watched 
the launch on television in 
Washington, wished the space­ 
men “the very best.” 
The only problem was the 
failure of a television camera 
aboard Soyuz. It was to have 
relayed live images of the cos­ 
monauts as they lifted into 
space. The spacemen began a 
trouble-shooting operation to 
determine what wait wrong. 
As Apollo enters orbit, Soyuz 
will be 4,140 miles ahead, over 
Belgrade, Yugoslavia. 
The 
more 
sophisticated 
Apollo, with commander Staf­ 
ford at the controls, is to con­ 
duct all the tricky maneuvers 
to gradually close the gap and 
bring the two ships to an histor­ 
ic linkup 140 miles above West 
Germany at 12:15 p.m. Thurs­ 


day. 
Astronauts and cosmonauts 
will soar in a mission of de­ 
tente, representing two nations 
once keen rivals in space. 
For the first time, the Soviet 
Union provided live televised 
coverage of one of its launch­ 
ings to the rest of the world. 
But Western newsmen were 
barred from the launch site at 
Baikonur. 
Millions watched as the rock­ 
et burst away from its launch 
pad and carved a fiery path in 
a clear sky, pitching quickly 
over toward the northeast. 
The booster accelerated rap­ 
idly and drilled Soyuz into orbit 
at more than 17,000 miles an 
hour. 
As the rocket rose, the flight 
control center provided news 
centers in Moscow, Cape Cana­ 


veral and Houston with a run­ 
ning commentary, using such 
phrases as “the engines are 
stable. The crew reports first 
stage shutdown and third stage 
ignition.” 
There were no direct com­ 
ments from the crew. 
Once in orbit, Soyuz spread 
its two solar panels, which col­ 
lect heat from the sun and con­ 
vert it to energy. 
"Have a happy flight,” the 
control center communicator 
told the cosmonauts as they 
flew out of radio range of the 
first tracking station. 
Earlier, a worldwide au­ 
dience had a ringside seat as 
the cosmonauts arrived at the 
launching pad and Commander 
Leonov saluted the government 
commission 
overseeing 
the 
launch, saying: 


"The crew of Soyuz is ready 
for the joint flight with the 
American spaceship Apollo.” 
“I wish you a lucky flight 
and a successful return to 
earth," a voice replied, but the 
speaker was not shown. 
As the cosmonauts mounted 
the steps to the elevator for the 
trip to the top of the 150-foot, 
three-stage rocket, an uniden­ 
tified voice called out the Rus­ 
sian 
expression 
for 
"good 
luck.” 
Leonov replied with the cus­ 
tomary Russian response — 
“To the devil." 
They checked out systems 
aboard the spacecraft, found no 
problems, and spent the final 
minutes before blastoff listen­ 
ing to music played over their 
communications system. 
The 
Soviet 
rocket 
lifted 


quickly from its pad after first 
stage engine ignition, in con­ 
trast to the American Saturn 
rocket, which is held on the pad 
by restraining arms for a few 
seconds until full thrust is 
achieved. 
The Russian booster picks up 
thrust as it rises through the 
atmosphere. 
The 
Saturn-Apollo 
com­ 
bination also is fed power until 
the liftoff by an electrical con­ 
nection called an umbilical 
cord, which falls away on 
launch. The Soviets disconnect 
this umbilical before blastoff. 
Among those at the Cape 
were Princess Beatrix of the 
Netherlands and Ford’s daugh­ 
ter Susan, as a working photog­ 
rapher for the Topeka, Kan., 
Capital-Journal, where she has 
a summer job.

They immediately dispatched 
a message to the Soviet control 
center which was relayed to the 
cosmonauts.

President Ford, who watched 
the launch on television in 
Washington, wished the space­ 
men “the very best.”

Leonov replied with the cus­ 
tomary Russian response — 
“To the devil." 
They checked out systems 
aboard the spacecraft, found no 
problems, and spent the final 
minutes before blastoff listen­ 
ing to music played over their 
communications system.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Senate today passed and sent to 
the House a bill that would ex­ 
tend the government’s author­ 
ity to control the price of oil 
produced in the United States.

Know About Tornadoes” is from 
the Topeka Capital and stresses 
the dangers of these storms so 
prev alent this time of y ear:

month, people wearing hard 
hats dashed outside during a

storm

scoop’ up 
hailstones the size of golf balls. 
They plopped the hailstones into 
plastic bags, noted the date, 
time and location, and stuck 
them in their freezers. 
Their bizarre behav ior was 
not the latest springtime fad, but

Project 
Dustorm, 
sponsored 
by

citizens in II midwestern states 
to college large hailstones. 
‘‘We’ll probably get more haril 
than we can handle,” say s Dr. 
Edwin 
Danielsen, 
Dustorm’s 
director. 
He believ es 
that 
hailstones, which form around 
dust particles, may play a key 
role in the sev ere storms which 
spawn 
tornadoes. 
Danielson 
discov ered a strong correlation 
between the number of tor­ 
nadoes in the Midwest and dust 
storms in the Southwest. 
He theorized that a cool, dry 
finger of the jet stream might be 
dipping southward around the 
Rocky Mountains, picking up 
desert 
soil, 
and 
sweeping 
eastward to collide with warm, 
moisture-laden air mov ing up 
from the Gulf of Mex ico into the 
heart of the nation’s ‘‘Tornado 
Belt” Dustorm is using a fleet of

The National Weather Serv ice 
states flatly : ‘‘The tornado is the 
most v iolent of a * storms.” 


Dropping 
suddenly 
from 
thunderstorms,

funnels can generate winds of 
more than 150 miles per hour 
and can flatten towns, ex plode 
buildings 
or 
driv e 
stra ws 
through posts. 
Tornadoes 
can 
occur any 
time, but about 80 per cent come 
between 
noon and midnight, 
after the sun has warmed the 
air, and more than half hit in 
April, May and J une. They are 
bigger killers than hurricanes, 
claiming nearly 9 ,000 liv es in the 
past 50 y ears compared with 
5,000 deaths from hurricanes. 
Last y ear, a near-record 9 45 
tornadoes in the United States 
killed 361 persons - the y early 
av erages are 69 3 tornadoes and 
112 deaths. 
Tornado 
foreca sting 
has 
improv ed greatly in the past 
decade, 
but 
meteorologists 
would like to be able to better 
pinpoint tornado locations, to 
tell large from small twisters in 
adv ance, and to measure the 
speed and direction of their 
winds. 
The National Sev ere Storms 
Forecast Center in Kansas City 
has 
dev eloped 
new 
radar 
equipment which, unlike con­ 
v entional radar, can detect the 
counter-clockwise winds which 
indicate a tornado. 
Weather 
sa tellites 
hav e 
helped 
somewhat, and the Sky warn 


program links together some 500 
torna do-w a tch 
netw orks, 
relay ing warnings to local radio 
and 
telev ision 
stations. 
But 
twisters often arise so unex ­ 
pectedly that they ev ade all but 
the 
most telling emergency 
warning sy stem -- the ey es and 
ears of terrified people in their 
paths.

State Rep. J im Lawing (D- 
Wichita) y esterday began a one- 
man campaign to outlaw pay 
restroom facilities in Kansas. 
Lawing prefiled a bill for the 
19 7 6 legislativ e session which 
would 
require 
ev ery 
public 
esta blishm ent 
maintaining 
restrooms 
to 
make 
those 
facilities av ailable “ few* each sex 
without cost or charge to the 
patrons, guests or inv itees of 
such establishment.” 
If enacted by the legislature, 
the new law would go into effect 
J uly 1,19 7 6. 
Lawing conceded that his 
legislativ e proposal is not of the 


most important subject (Min ed 
to come before the nex t 
legislativ e session. And, he said , 
there is no ev idence that Kansas 
la s any more of a problem than 
other states in the number of 
pay toilets compared to the 
number of free ones. 
But, he contended, there are 
times when the public has no 
alternativ e but to pay the 10-cent 
charge or wait in line for one or 
two free ones, a v iolation of what 
he termed the public’s “ right'to 
use public toilets and not hav e to 
pay for them.” 
“ It is a real problem to those 
in need,” he said. “ That may be 
a small 
proportion of 
the 
population from time to time, 
but y ou nev er know when y our 
time is nex t. 
“ You can’t get into these 
places with credit cards,” he 
pointed out. “ And a lot of people 
only carry credit cards because 
they are afraid of muggers.” 
Arguments in other states 
considering.pay toilet legislation 
hav e been that the rev enue 
deriv ed from them pay s for 
their maintenance. 
Lawing said that sort of 
sy stem results in clean facilities 
for those who can afford to pay 
and the rest just “ take their 
chances.” 
Furthermore, he said, the use 
of 
pay 
facilities 
is 
discriminatory because studies 
hav e shown women’s restrooms 
hav e more than men’s. He cited 
a study by Colorado women of 
the 
Stapleton 
International 
Airport in Denv er, which 
rev ealed twice the number of 
pay stalls in women’s rooms as 
men’s rooms. 
Sev eral states, including 
Alaska, Florida, California and 
Illinois already hav e enacted 
similar legislation, Lawing said. 
He suggested a compromise 
measure in Kansas could be to 
rev erse the usual 80 per cent 
pay - 20 per cent free standard to 
20 per cent pay - 80 per cent free. 
And this theme song for the 
campaign? 
Lawing said it will be a ren­ 
dition of “ Buddy , Can You Spare 
a Dime?”

American Petroleum Institure, 
petroleum industury spokesmen 
hav e been warning against the 
rising threat of fuel supply 
problems.

The 
Congress has whacked the Big 
Oil companies’ profits for an 
estimated $1.5 billion in added 
tax es- money which would hav e 
gone to seeking more energy . 
Ex isting nuclear power plants

raised and the utilities are

LONDON — It seems only 
fitting that at the beginning of 
the celebration of our Bicen­ 
tennial we v isit the mother 
country to whom all of us owe so 
much. 
I am happy to report, with 
only a few ex ceptions, that most 
Englishmen hav e gotten ov er 
the 
American 
Rev olutionary 
War. In a few of the priv ate 
gentlemen’s clubs in London y ou 
may still hear someone shout 
“ We’v e 
got 
to 
send 
more 
military aid to the Tories in the 
Colonies!” 
But now these men are, thank­ 
fully , in the minority , and most 
of the British people are willing 
to write off the Rev olution as a 
bad show that George III got 
them 
into by duplicity and 
ov erconfidence. 
Still, one hard-liner at White’s 
Club told me, “ We should hav e 
nev er gone in there with the 
Hessians unless we ex pected to 
win. 
Our problem was 
we 
didn’t use ev ery thing in our 
a rsena l 
a ga inst 
the 
rev olutionaries. The only thing 
those shifty -ey ed Colonialists 
understand is force.” 
“ Do y ou blame George III for 
getting y ou into the war y ou 
couldn’t win?” 
"I blame the War Office. They 
nev er understood the terrain, 
and they didn’t think the in­ 
surrectionists would fight. After 
all, they reasoned, 
how could a 
rabble 
of 
unciv ilized 
fron­ 
tiersmen face up to the superior 
quality of arms and training of 
His Majesty ’s troops? But we 
still 
could 
ha v e 
won 
if 
Parliament had not tied George 
Ill’s hands when it came to 
v oting more a id.” 
There is also still a great deal 
of criticism in some circles of 
the military . At Boodle’s Club a 
retired major told me, “ If Gen. 
Wolfe had not been killed at 
Quebec in 1759 we would hav e 
nev er lost. He was the only 
military leader we had. In 
London Lord North receiv ed so 
many optimistic reports from 
the likes of Gen. Howe and Sir 
Henry Clinton that we all 


thought 
His 
Majesty 's 
boy s 
would be home by Christmas. 
We were lulled into a false sense 
of security by Gen. Cornwallis’ 
ex tremely inflated body counts. 
Ev ery one ov er there insisted 
Washington was 
finished at 
Trenton, N.J .” 
Anther Hawk on the Colonies, 
Col. Blaime, Ret., said,“ I don’t 
know 
whether 
to 
say 
this 
publicly or not, but the reason 
we lost is the nav y . Adm. 
Grav e’s decision not to engage 
the French off the Chesapeake 
Bay was a disaster. I’m still 
waiting for an inquiry , but I 
doubt if it will take place. Too 
many heads would roll. ” 
Although the war is still being 
fought at White’s and Boodle’s, 
the man in the street rarely 
thinks 
about 
the 
American 
Rev olution any the consensus 
among most Britishers is that 
it’s ov er and done with and 
England may be a better place 
for 
hav ing 
giv en 
the 
Colonialists 
their 
in­ 
dependence. 
“ I was for us being there at 
the beginning,” an old man in 
Hy de Park told me. “ But then 
they inv ented telev ision, and 
when I saw with my own ey es 
the frightful atrocities being 
committed by British troops I 
changed my mind.” 
An English banker said he was 
glad the American war was ov er 
because it had been such a drain 
on the budget. 
- “ We nev er really needed the 
Colonies,” he said. “ I would 
hate to think 
of what this 
country would be like today if 
American 
was 
part 
of the 
Empire. The pound would be 
weak and we’d hav e to defend 
the dollar. We would be obliged 
to teach the nativ es ev ery thing 
from 
labor 
negotia ting 
to 
productiv ity . Heav en knows how 
long it would hav e taken the 
Colonies to get their economy in 
order and bring their standard 
of liv ing up to ours. Besides, y ou 
could nev er trust an American 
to remain a loy al subject of the 
crown.” 
“ Why do y ou say that?" I 
asked him. 
“ J ust look at what y our people 
did to Nix on.” #

Gadgets 
Instead 
of 
Training

WASHINGTON-With 
crime 
on the rampage, the top officials 
at 
the 
Law 
Enforcement 
Assistance Administration are 
too busy fighting one another to 
dev ote much effort to fighting 
crime. 
The agency ’s chief, Richard 
W. Velde, is preoccupied with a 
bureaucratic purge. He has 
drafted dismissal letters, ac­ 
cording to insiders, for at least 
four senior officials. 
The letters hav e been held up 
by the J ustice Department, 
which is try ing to bring peace to 
the agency . But the situation is 
so chaotic that the General 
Accounting Office has stepped 
in. 
Velde is a loud law-and-order 
man who believ es crime can 
best be defeated with Dick 
Tracy gadgets. He wants to 
prov ide local lawmen with fancy 
paraphernalia. 
For ex ample, he approv ed a 
wonder wristwatch, 
which 
would prov ide the cop on the 
mov e with a digital read-out of 
his blood pressure, pulse rate 
and body temperature-in case 
he should wish to check on the 
state of his health as well as the 
time of the day . 
The amazing watch, called “ A 
Personal Fitness Monitor,” will 
cost the tax pay ers $300,000 to 
dev elop. 
Velde, perhaps mindful of the 
police nickname “ flatfoot,” has 
also launched an ex haustiv e 
search for “ the proper shoe” for 
lawmen. His plans call for 300 
pairs of shoes to be tested in the 
field by different police groups. 
This doesn’t mean that Velde 
ex pects the nation’s police to 
fight crime on foot. He is also 
dev eloping 20 prototy pe police 
cars “ to improv e the safety , 


economy and utility of the patrol 
v ehicle.” 
Velde is also pushing new 
protectiv e gear, which was 
designed after ex tensiv e tests on 
goats at the Army ’s Edgewood 
Arsenal. The program killed 100 
animals and cost $1.5 million. 
Sev eral 
senior 
officials 
believ e less money should be 
spent on police gadgets and 
more on police training. Velde 
has sought to solv e the con­ 
trov ersy by firing his critics. 
This has held up the ex ­ 
penditure of approx imately $100 
million from last y ear’s budget 
and has created management 
chaos at the LEAA. 
The auditors from the General 
Accounting Office, meanwhile, 
are 
also 
inv estigating 
allegations that Velde brought 
political pressure to bear in the 
contracting process. 
Footnote: A spokesman for 
Velde confirmed that “ charges 
are 
being 
considered.” 
He 
denied that tRe agency was 
paraly zed by internal dissen­ 
sion. An Army spokesman said 
the goats were “ anaesthetized” 
before being shot and were then 
“ humanely euthanized.”

April, May and June. They are 
bigger killers than hurricanes, 
claiming nearly 9,000 lives in the 
past 50 years compared with 
5,000 deaths from hurricanes. 
Last year, a near-record 945 
tornadoes in the United States 
killed 361 persons - the yearly 
averages are 693 tornadoes and 
112 deaths. 
Tornado 
forecasting 
has 
improved greatly in the past 
decade, 
but 
meteorologists 
would like to be able to better 
pinpoint tornado locations, to 
tell large from small twisters in 
advance, and to measure the 
speed and direction of their 
winds. 
The National Severe Storms 
Forecast Center in Kansas City 
has

equipment which, unlike con­ 
ventional radar, can detect the 
counter-clockwise winds which 
indicate a tornado.

LONDON — It seems only 
fitting that at the beginning of 
the celebration of our Bicen­ 
tennial we visit the mother 
country to whom all of us owe so 
much. 
I am happy to report, with 
only a few exceptions, that most 
Englishmen have gotten over 
the 
American 
Revolutionary 
War. In a few of the private 
gentlemen’s clubs in London you 
may still hear someone shout 
“We’ve 
got 
to 
send 
more 
military aid to the Tories in the 
Colonies!” 
But now these men are, thank­ 
fully, in the minority, and most 
of the British people are willing 
to write off the Revolution as a 
bad show that George III got 
them 
into by duplicity and 
overconfidence. 
Still, one hard-liner at White’s 
Club told me, “ We should have 
never gone in there with the 
Hessians unless we expected to 
win. 
Our problem was 
we 
didn’t use everything in our 
arsen al 
ag ain st 
the 
revolutionaries The only thing 
those shifty-eyed Colonialists 
understand is force.” 
“Do you blame George III for 
getting you into the war you 
couldn’t win?” 
“ I blame the War Office. They 
never understood the terrain, 
and they didn’t think the in­ 
surrectionists would fight. After 
all, they reasoned, 
how could a 
rabble 
of 
uncivilized 
fron­ 
tiersm en face up to the superior 
quality of arm s and training of 
His M ajesty’s troops? But we 
still 
could 
have 
won 
if 
Parliam ent had not tied George 
Ill’s hands when it cam e to 
voting more aid.” 
There is also still a great deal 
of criticism in some circles of 
the military. At Boodle’s Club a 
retired m ajor told me, "If Gen 
Wolfe had not been killed at 
Quebec in 1759 we would have 
never lost. He was the only 
m ilitary 
leader we had. 
In 
London Lord North received so 
many optimistic reports from 
the likes of Gen. Howe and Sir 
Henry 
Clinton 
that 
we 
all 


thought 
His 
M ajesty’s 
boys 
would be home by Christmas. 
We were lulled into a false sense 
of security by Gen Cornwallis’ 
extremely inflated body counts. 
Everyone over there insisted 
Washington 
was 
finished 
at 
Trenton, N .J.” 
Anther Hawk on the Colonies, 
Col. Blaime, Ret., said,“ I don’t 
know 
whether 
to 
say 
this 
publicly or not, but the reason 
we lost is the navy. Adm. 
Grave’s decision not to engage 
the French ott the Chesapeake 
Bay was a disaster. I’m still 
waiting for an inquiry, but I 
doubt if it will take place. Too 
many heads would roll. ” 
Although the war is still being 
fought at White’s and Boodle’s, 
the man in the street rarely 
thinks 
about 
the 
American 
Revolution any the consensus 
among most Britishers is that 
it’s over and done with and 
England may be a better place 
for 
having 
given 
the 
Colonialists 
th eir 
in­ 
dependence. 
"I was for us being there at 
the beginning,” an old man in 
Hyde Park told me. “ But then 
they invented television, and 
when I saw with my own eyes 
the frightful atrocities being 
committed by British troops I 
changed my mind.” 
An English banker said he was 
glad the American war was over 
because it had been such a drain 
on the budget. 
- “We never really needed the 
Colonies,” he said. "I would 
hate to 
think 
of what this 
country would be like today if 
American 
was 
part 
of 
the 
Empire. The pound would be 
weak and we’d have to defend 
the dollar. We would be obliged 
to teach the natives everything 
from 
labor 
negotiating 
to 
productivity. Heaven knows how 
long it would have taken the 
Colonies to get their economy in 
order and bring their standard 
of living up to ours. Besides, you 
could never trust an American 
to remain a loyal subject of the 
crown.” 
“Why do you say that?" I

Ever since 1954, with im­ 
position of government price- 
fixing on the natural gas in­ 
dustry, declares Mr. Frank N. 
Ikard, 
president 
of 
the 
American Petroleum Institure, 
petroleum industury spokesmen 
have been warning against the 
rising threat of fuel supply 
problems. Mr. Ikard points out 
that warnings were issued on 
numerous occasions, such as 
congressional hearings and in 
statem ents to the news media. 
“But,” he added, “Washington 
officialdom seemed for the most 
part to have had their collective 
hearing aids turned off. And the 
press, at that time, generally 
showed no interest in what we 
were saying.” 
Mr. Ikard notes that natural 
gas consumption has increased 
162 percent since 1954 when the 
price-fixing first started and 
that there has been a 50 percent 
decline 
in the num ber of 
petroleum wells drilled over the 
past 15 years. In addition, tax 
changes in 1969 reduced the 
percentage depletion rate and 
siphoned 
off 
“hundreds 
of 
millions of dollars each year 
from the further search for 
needed new petroleum reser­ 
ves.” Mr. Ikard also called 
attention to the fact that the oil 
industry had warned against the 
trap of importation of “cheap” 
foreign oil at the expense of 
preserving a strong domestic 
petroleum industry.

WASHINGTON-With 
crime 
on the rampage, the top officials 
at 
the 
Law 
E nforcem ent 
Assistance Administration are 
too busy fighting one another to 
devote much effort to fighting 
crime. 
The agency’s chief, Richard 
W. Velde, is preoccupied with a 
bureaucratic 
purge. 
He 
has 
drafted dismissal letters, ac­ 
cording to insiders, for at least 
four senior officials. 
The letters have been held up 
by 
the Justice Department, 
which is trying to bring peace to 
the agency. But the situation is 
so chaotic that the General 
Accounting Office has s4epped 
in. 
Velde is a loud law-and-order 
man who believes crim e can 
best be defeated with Dick 
Tracy gadgets. He wants to 
provide local lawmen with fancy 
paraphernalia. 
For example, he approved a 
w onder 
w ristw atch, 
which 
would provide the cop on the 
move with a digital read-out of 
his blood pressure, pulse rate 
and body tem perature-in case 
he should wish to check on the 
state of his health as well as the 
time of the day. 
The amazing watch, called “A 
Personal Fitness Monitor,” will 
co6t the taxpayers $300,000 to 
develop. 
Velde, perhaps mindful of the 
police nickname “ flatfoot,” has 
also launched an exhaustive 
search for “ the proper shoe” for 
lawmen. His plans call for 300 
pairs of shoes to be tested in the 
field by different police groups. 
This doesn't mean that Velde 
expects the nation’s police to 
fight crim e on foot. He is also 
developing 20 prototype police 
cars “ to improve the safety, 


economy and utility of the patrol 
vehicle.” 
Velde is also pushing new 
protective 
gear, 
which 
was 
designed after extensive tests on 
goats at the Army’s Edgewood 
Arsenal. The program killed 100 
animals and cost $1.5 million. 
Several 
senior 
officials 
believe less money should be 
spent on police gadgets and 
more on police training Velde 
has sought to solve the con­ 
troversy by firing his critics. 
This has held up the ex­ 
penditure of approximately $100 
million from last year's budget 
and has created management 
chaos at the LEAA. 
The auditors from the General 
Accounting Office, meanwhile, 
are 
also 
investigating 
allegations that Velde brought 
political pressure to bear in the 
contracting process. 
Footnote: A spokesman for 
Velde confirmed that “charges 
are 
being 
considered.” 
He 
denied that the agency was 
paralyzed by internal dissen­ 
sion. An Army spokesman said 
the goats were "anaesthetized”

He has bilked some of the 
biggest 
businesses around, 
including American Express, 
First National City Bank of New 
York, 
General 
Electric and 
International 
Telephone 
and 
Telegraph. 
Our underworld contacts say 
the 
m aster 
counterfeiter 
distributes 
his 
phony 
paper 
through a ring of 15 to 30 trusted 
“ passer," who are furnished 
fraudulent 
credit 
cards 
for 
identification. 
The passers are forbidden 
from purchasing anything with 
the credit cards in order to 
protect the source of supply. 
They are obtained from a credit 
card m anufacturer’s employe 
for $500 to $700 apiece. 
All contact with the Canadian 
printer is strictly by pay phone, 
using elaborate codes. Under 
one code that was actually used, 
American Express traveler’s 
checks were 
called “ tim ber” 
and the amounts were given in 
"board feet." Thus an order for 
500,000 board feet would have 
meant $500,000 worth of checks. 
One reason the printer has 
never been investigated, say our 
sources, is that he has a firm 
rule that the forged securities 
must 
be 
passed 
fast. 
This 
prevents the FBI, Secret Service 
and Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police from establishing a string 
of “passes” that could lead to a 
m em ber of the ring. 
“What they can’t pass fast, 
they bum ,” said one source. 
Footnote: United States and 
Canadian officials said they 
were unaware of the coun­ 
terfeiting 
operation.

I eat 
chicken breasts with no fat and 
fish. Everything is broiled. 1 
love vegetables and fruit. 
P lease tell me why my 
cholesterol should go up. Or, 
why can’t I have Atromid-S to 
help me? I have never had any 
serious illness and do feel fine. 
My blood pressure stays about 
130. Are there any serious side 
effects from these pills? 
DEAR READER - The diet 
is very important in controlling 
cholesterol and blood fats 
(triglycerides).

Highway 60 between Winona and 
Mountain View and you will 
catch a glimpse of the country 
doctor of the 1970s. He has 
traded his horse and buggy of 
yesteryear for a 1972 Chevrolet 
pick-up which speeds him 
between Winona and the nearest 
hospital,

annual salary from the National 
Health Service Corps (NHSC).. 
He is 
the only doctor for 
Shannon 
County’s 
7,196 
residents. And next July, when a 
two-year 
voluntary 
com­ 
mitment to the NHSC expires, 
he will leave. As of now, there is 
nn one to reDlace him. 


The NHSC, begun in 1972 as 
part of the Emergency Health 
Services Personnel Act of 1970, 
has recruited and placed over 
400 doctors, dentists, nurses and 
other health professionals in 
about 170 communities scat­ 
tered through 46 states, 
In addition to paying per­ 
sonnel salaries and providing 
benefits 
such 
as 
free 
malpractice 
insurance, 
the 
NHSC 
also 
lends 
financial 
assistance 
for 
building 
and 
equipping the clinics. 
The NHSC places medical 
personnel in communities with 
the hope that the community 
eventually 
will 
be able 
to 
assume support of the clinic. 
But 
despite 
the 
federal 
assistance, Dr. Laseter is the 
only physician practicing under 
the program in Missouri. 
Winona is one of 11 areas in 
Missouri 
designated 
as 
medically understaffed by the 
Public Health Service. The PHS 
also has designated 22 areas in 
the state as critically short of 
dental care. Gainesville, Buf­ 
falo, Pineville, Van Buren and 
Princeton have qualified for the 
program. But the NHSC has 
been unable to attract medical 
personnel to those areas.

DEAR DR L A M B -I am 59- 
year-old woman, 5 feet 2 and 
weigh 129 pounds My problem 
is cholesterol. 
Two years ago when I wasn’t 
feeling very good, I visited my 
doctor My cholesterol was 405, 
which was much too high. He 
gave me instructions about diet 
and put me on Atromid-S before 
each meal and at bedtime. I 
took these for over a year, and 
my cholesterol dropped to 249 
and my triglycerides to 89. 
My doctor decided to take me 
off medication and let me only 
diet. 
In th ree m onths my 
cholesterol was 278 and in six 
months it was 328 and my 
triglycerides 84 
Believe me, 
d o c to r , I h a v e tr ie d so 
desperately to diet and what a 
letdown when he told me it was 
up again. I never have an egg in 
cooking except the whites. I 
use 
only 
polyunsaturated 
m argarine and corn oil. I eat 
chicken breasts with no fat and 
fish 
Everything is broiled. I 
love vegetables and fruit. 
P le a s e tell m e why my 
cholesterol should go up Or, 
why can’t I have Atromid-S to 
help me? I have never had any 
serious illness and do feel fine. 
My blood pressure stays about 
130. Are there any serious side 
effects from these pills? 
DEAR READER - The diet 
is very im portant in controlling 
ch o lestero l and blood fats 
(triglycerides). It helps but is 
not adequate in some cases In 
general, I don’t believe in using 
pills in place of correcting faul­ 
ty living habits, but when the 
living habits have been cor­ 
rected and the basic problem is 
not corrected then you need to 
use other measures. 
Your doctor was justified in 
trying to see how you would get 
along on diet m anagem ent. 
Many people who have high 
c h o l e s t e r o l 
and 
n o r m a l 
triglycerides (fats) will still 
have high cholesterol levels in 
spite of a good diet a 
you 
describe. These are the people 
who need medicine in addition 
to the dietJrv program — not in 


place of it. 
These people often have a 
fairly definite familial in­ 
cidence of high cholesterol 
levels. The tendency is in­ 
herited. and the level stays too 
high, in spite of diet and exer­ 
cise. They respond differently 
from people who have high 
cholesterol and high blood fats 
from moderate or more than 
m oderate obesity and who have 
high levels from their dietary 
habits and lack of activity

It should not be used in 
women with certain types of 
liver disease that cause high 
cholesterol levels, but that is 
not your problem, either, since 
your level went down nicely 
while taking the medicine.

France. And, as he anticipated, 
when he reported to an overseas 
replacement 
depot, 
he 
was 
promptly air-lifted to La Belle 
France with travel pay t’ boot. 
And had he not disregarded 
those little chores that the Army 
normally expected o.f its GIs. he 
might have gotten away with his 
scheme. 


Instead, his ploy ultimately 
caught up with him and Roger 
was ordered to stand court- 
martial on charges of fraudulent 
enlistment, forgery, failure to 
obey orders and a variety of 
other enumerated offenses. 
“I can’t be court-martialed,” 
protested Roger in his defense. 
“To be court-martialed, you’ve 


got to be in the army and I 
wasn’t. I was neither a draftee 
nor was I an enlistee. I was a 
tourist.”

Cellulite massage uses the 
movements and techniques of 
regular body massage adapted 
to the specific requirements of 
each area and to the structure of 
the lumps and bumps them­ 
selves.

businesslike because it treats 
the problem where it .lies. You 
rub, stroke, knead, knuckle, 
wring the lumps, bumps and 
bulges where they exist 
At first go easy. Stroke, 
knead, rub, etc., with moderate, 
firm, not-too-heavy pressure, 
taking care not to press hard 
enough to bruise yourself or 
break any capillaries. 
Depending upon the thickness 
of the cellulite, work 10 to 20 
minutes on a particular area. 
Ten minutes should be sufficient 
for the tummy but don’t hesitate

Here’s where you can really dig 
in, crush cellulite, beat it to a 
pulp and battle those bulges.

You will not be 
able to lift and squeeze solid 
cellulite. Knuckling is excellent 
for hips, upper thighs and 
tummy.

upper highs and hips. 
Massage can be included in 
your daily schedule without a lot 
of nuisance. Like any other 
therapeutic method, massage 
must beregularto beeffective. If 
you can’t manage it every day 
try for at least every other day. 
You can massage any time of 
the day but it’s best to wait at 
least two hours after eating. 
There are five massage 
movements used to help break 
down cellulite. They are: 
stroking, kneading, knuckling, 
“S” formation and wringing. 
Each has a specific value in the 
prescribed order and performs a 
different function. 
Light stroking prepares the 
skin 
for 
the 
massage 
movements that will follow. 
Wringing, knuckling and “S” 
formation, 
all 
forms 
of 
kneading, 
break 
down and 
dissolve the cellulite nodes. It is 
the deep stroking, always used 
at the end of each session, that 
helps send the wastes loosened 
by kneading on their way 
trough the system and out of the 


easier to work standing up, with 
your leg resting on a stool, tub 
side, etc., but you can relax and 
sit down too. Pinching brings the 
blood closer to the surface and 
helps dissipate wastes.

area and twist back and for­ 
ward. This should remind you of 
wringing clothes. This offers an 
alternative to the “S” For­ 
mation for those with solid 
cellulite. Wringing should be 
done in any position where your 
teg muscles are completely 
relaxed, leg raised or sitting 
down. The large area of the 
thigh is highly receptive to 
wringing massage. 
Deep Stroking ends every 
massage. It is a heavy stroking 
movement, at full pressure, 
going in the direction of the 
heart. This increases blood and 
lymph 
circulation, 
relieves 
congestion and speeds removal 
of waste matter from the 
tissues. As in Light Stroking, use 
the whole hand, placed flat, 
fingers curved. With a sliding 
movement, exert pressure white 
you stroke toward the heart, up 
on legs and hips, clockwise on 
tummy.

A dozen or more high quality 
peach varieties begin ripening 
in Missouri in early July and 
continue into September. 
Because 
of the abundant 
summer supply, prices are 
lowest during this homegrown 
peak supply season and 
roadside sales of Missouri 
orchard ripened peaches make 
it convenient to buy them fresh 
as possible. 
Believe it or not, the peach is 
a cousin of the cherry, the 
apricot, the plum and the 
almond. But the peach is more 
popular than all its delicious 
relatives, ranking with ap­ 
ples, bananas and oranges as 
the four most poular fruits in 
America. 
When 
selecting 
peaches, 
look for fresh, firm blemish- 
free fruit with a creamy or 
yellowish-colored background. 
Although nutritional value is 
not affected, avoid those with 
a green tinge or those too firm 
for immediate use. They are 
immature peaches that cannot 
ripen properly and may be 
tough and flavorless. 
Containing 35 calories per 
cup, peaches provide a good 
surce of Vitamin A which helps 


insure 
smooth 
skin, 
aids 
growth and maintains healthy 
tissues which protect against 
infection. 
Other 
nutrients 
include B vitamins, Vitamin 
C, calcium, protein and iron. 
To preserve the nutrients of 
the peach, cook them with 
skins on. 
With peaches now in season, 
take advantage of the good 
buy. Store fresh peaches un­ 
washed in the refrigerator. 


Facts 
on peaches 


They may keep up to four days 
if stored properly. 
Com m ercially 
canned 
peaches are a good buy and 
are available the year round. 
Commercially canned peaches 
contain 
about the same 
nutrient level as those you can 
fresh. 
When 
buying 
canned 
peaches look on the label for 
peach variety, style, syrup 
typee r.d grade. Cling peaches 
are most often used for 
canning because of their firm 
texture and ability to maintain 


uniform 
shape. 
Styles 
of 
canned 
peaches 
include 
halves, 
slices 
and mixed 
pieces which are broken or 
unevenly cut pieces. Although 
the appearance of the mixed 
pieces style may not be ap­ 
pealing, the nutrient content is 
the same as other styles and 
often is less expensive. 


Syrups range from extra 
heavy and heavy which con­ 
tain about 200 calories per cup 
to light syrup at 75 calories per 
cup. The light syrup not only is 
less sweet than heavy syrups 
but usually costs less.

For the best buy in canned 
peaches figure the cost per 
ounce.

Stored in a cool, dry place, 
canned peaches will keep 
indefinitely. Opened cans 
should be tightly covered and 
refrigerated. They should keep 
refrigerated four to five days. 
All canned fruits should be 
stored covered in their own 
liquid. This prevents fruit from 
drying.

Cellulite 
Massage fat away 


by NICOLE RONSARD 


This is the fifth of a six-part 
series. 


Cellulite massage uses the 
movements and techniques of 
regular body massage adapted 
to the specific requirements of 
each area and to the structure of 
the lumps and bumps them­ 
selves. You massage yourself! 
It is a very businesslike method 
of loosening your lumps! 
Cellulite 
massage 
is 
businesslike because it treats 
the problem where it lies. You 
rub, stroke, knead, knuckle, 
wring the lumps, bumps and 
bulges where they exist. 
At first, go easy. Stroke, 
knead, rub, etc., with moderate, 
firm, not-too-heavy pressure, 
taking care not to press hard 
enough to bruise yourself or 
break any capillaries. 
Depending upon the thickness 
of the cellulite, work 10 to 20 
minutes on a particular area. 
Ten minutes should be sufficient 
for the tummy but don’t hesitate 
to devote up to 20 minutes to the 


body. If the deep stroking is 
omitted or neglected, the value 
of the entire massage is lost. So, 
by all means, follow the specific 
progression as it is listed. 
Light Stroking describes the 
long, 
fluid 
movements 
that 
“ caress” the skin in one 
direction only - toward the 
heart. This massage step 
readies the area for the heavier 
movements that follow. 
Place your hands flat and 
gently curve your fingers to 
conform to the shape of the area 
being massaged. With a sliding 
movement, stroke the area, 
always bring upward toward the 
heart when doing legs and hips 
and clockwise when doing the 
tummy. 
Kneading 
is 
grasping a 
“ hunk” of flesh, lefting it away 
from the underlying structue 
and squeezing it. You can do this 
with your fingers or with your 
whole hand. 
In Finger Kneading thumb 
and fingertips lift the skin from 
the 
underlying 
tissues 
and 
squeeze it. Lift and squeeze, lift 
and squeeze. You may find it 


Here’s where you can really dig 
in, crush cellulite, beat it to a 
pulp and battle those bulges. If 
your cellulite is the firm or solid 
variety, this step should follow 
Light Stroking. You w ill not be 
able to lift and squeeze solid 
cellulite. Knuckling is excellent 
for hips, 
upper thighs and 
tummy. 
“ S” 
Formation 
uses 
the 
thumb and fingers of both hands 
to lift up a portion of flesh. The 
hands go back and forth in op­ 
posite directions to form an “ S” 
shape fold. 
Move those mounds around. 
Don’t let them just sit there. 
This is deep massage and you 
will feel some action. Work 
slowly and steadily for best 
results. Lift and twist on tum­ 
my, hips, thighs and around the 
knee, inside and out. 
Wringing is basically the “ S” 
Formation done without picking 
up the flesh. This is deep action 
massage. Once again, you can 
really get down to the cellulite, 
grit your teeth and wring it out 
of your life! 
Rest both hands around the

upper highs and hips. 
Massage can be included in 
your daily schedule without a lot 
of nuisance. Like any other 
therapeutic method, massage 
must be regular to be effective. If 
you can’t manage it every day 
try for at least every other day. 
You can massage any time of 
the day but it’s best to wait at 
least two hours after eating. 
There are five massage 
movements used to help break 
down cellulite. 
They are: 
stroking, kneading, knuckling, 
“ S” formation and wringing. 
Each has a specific value in the 
prescribed order and performs a 
different function. 
Light stroking prepares the 
skin 
for 
the 
massage 
movements that w ill follow. 
Wringing, knuckling and “ S” 
form ation, 
all 
forms 
of 
kneading, 
break 
down 
and 
dissolve the cellulite nodes. It is 
the deep stroking, always used 
at the end of each session, that 
helps send the wastes loosened 
by kneading 
on 
their way 
through the system and out of the 


easier to work standing up, with 
your leg resting on a stool, tub 
side, etc., but you can relax and 
sit down too. Pinching brings the 
blood closer to the surface and 
helps dissipate wastes. Fingers 
can work all over but they fit 
mo6t easily into the smaller 
areas like the inner knee, the 
upper arm and the ankle. 
In Hand Kneading you lift and 
squeeze with the whole hand. 
This works well on larger areas 
where you can really grasp a 
large piece of flesh. 
Here the movement is just like 
kneading dough or squeezing out 
a sponge. Use one or two hands 
depending on the size of the 
area. 
The standing position is im­ 
portant when working from 
upper thighs to upper hips. 
When you massage any part of 
the leg below the upper thigh, 
rest that leg on a stool, tub side 
or the like to relax your muscles. 
Knuckling is a crushing 
movement done in a circular 
direction with fingers curled so 
that the knuckles press the skin. 


area and twist back and for­ 
ward. This should remind you of 
wringing clothes. This offers an 
alternative to the “ S ” For­ 
mation for those with solid 
cellulite. Wringing should be 
done in any position where your 
leg muscles are completely 
relaxed, leg raised or sitting 
down. The large area of the 
thigh is highly receptive to 
wringing massage. 
Deep Stroking ends every 
massage. It is a heavy stroking 
movement, at full pressure, 
going in the direction of the 
heart. This increases blood and 
lymph 
circulation, 
relieves 
congestion and speeds removal 
of 
waste 
matter from 
the 
tissues. As in Light Stroking, use 
the whole hand, placed flat, 
fingers curved. With a sliding 
movement, exert pressure while 
you stroke toward the heart, up 
on legs and hips, clockwise on 
tummy. This drains the waste 
products released by the other 
massage manipulations.

I would recommend a 
double taper line even though level 
and torpedo lines are used by many 
anglers. These thicker lines are 
easier to cast but they often spook a 
suspicious fish! 


Lighter lines will drop that fly on 
the surface with a minimum of dis­ 
turbance and they won’t produce a 
shadow. One of the most popular 
lines has a .045 inch midsection of 
the taper and thins out to .025 at the 
ends. Lighter lines taper from .035 
to .020. 


Select a tapered leader as it pre­ 
sents a fly to the fish much better 


than a level leader. An eight to nine 
foot knotless, synthetic leader taper­ 
ing from .013 inch at the midsection 
to .006 at the end can be used to tie 
on the fly. 


You may wish to also purchase 
some heavy leader if your plans call 
for fishing rough water or if you get 
caught in a strong wind. It is impor­ 
tant that your leaders don’t glisten 
or glare in the bright sunlight. 


Finally, you need to select a reel. 
Remember that the only purpose for 
having a fly reel is to store your line. 
Therefore a simple manual reel is 
adequate. There are also automatic 
models which retrieve your line with 
the touch of a finger and they do save 
time which can be devoted to more 
casting. The reel you select should 
be lightweight but able to hold the 
casting line plus about 50 yards of 
backing line for v ‘ndling that 
lunker that yo' n -**, r 
So much for <.qu p^ent, I’ll cover 
casting in my next column.

the only place you can find rab­ 
bit rugs,” she said as I walked 
in the door. 
The attractive and smiling 


Taos Indian woman, Mrs. Jose­ 
phine Reyna, rose from her 
loom in the Taos Pueblo Arts 
and Crafts Co-op store and 
walked across the room. 
‘‘This is a rabbit rug,” she 


explained, pointing to a beau­ 
tiful wall hanging of soft furs in ’ 
shades of white, brown and 
black. 
“ I weave these rugs myself 


from rabbit skins,” Mrs. Reyna 
continued. 
‘‘Most peope like than so 


much they don’t want to walk 
on diem, so they hang them on 
their walls. But they are strong 
enough to use for a rug.” 
The furry masterpiece meas­ 
ured 34 by 60 inches and bore a 
$200 price tag. 
I asked Mrs. Reyna how long 


it takes her to weave such a 
rug. “ About a month,” she re­ 
plied. 
In weaving rabbit skins, Mrs. 
Reyna has revived an ancient 
and long-forgotten Pueblo In­ 
dian craft. 
She said she revived the craft 


in 1971 after reading about rab­ 
bit skin weaving in some old 
books 
on 
Indian 
customs. 
“ Long ago, so long that even 
the oldest people in the pueblo 
don’t remember it, blankets of 
rabbit skins were woven here 
at Taos Pueblo,” she said. 
“ In those days, before the in­ 
troduction of wool and cotton, 
ropes of rabbit skins were twin­ 
ed together with yucca fiber.”

Mrs. Reyna uses more mod- SPiHSigy.;--------------- 
ern methods, weaving her rugs 
on a horizontal loom, using 


—strong wool yarn and wool be­ 
tween rows of rabbit skins.

I asked Mrs. Reyna if she ob­ 
tained her pelts from the jack- 
rabbits and cottontails of the 
Taos Indian Reservation. 
“ Oh, no,” she replied. “ If we 


killed the rabbits around here, 
there would be none left for our 
tribal purposes.” Mrs. Reyna 
says she buys her pelts from 
commercial rabbit breeders in 
New York and Arkansas and 
that they arrive already tanned 
for use. 
Mrs. Reyna, who says she is 


going on 50, is the mother of 
four children ranging in age 
from 13 to 27. A 1945 graduate 
of the Albuquerque 
Indian 


School, where 
she learned 


weaving, she wove wool rugs 
and belts until embarking on 
the rabbit skin revival. 
In 1972 she demonstrated rab­ 
bit skin weaving at a Smithso­ 
nian Institution festival in 
Washington, D.C. 
Mrs. Reyna estimates that 


she has sold more than 200 rab­ 
bit skin rugs.

TAOS, N.M. (AP) - “This is 
the only place you can find rab­ 
bit rugs,” she said as I walked 
in the door. 
The attractive and smiling 
Taos Indian woman, Mrs. Jose­ 
phine Reyna, rose from her 
loom in the Taos Pueblo Arts 
and Crafts Co-op store and 
walked across the room. 
“This is a rabbit rug,” she 
explained, pointing to a beau­ 
tiful wall hanging of soft furs in 
shades of white, brown and 
black. 
“I weave these rugs myself 
from rabbit skins,” Mrs. Reyna 
continued. 
“Most peope like them so 
much they don’t want to walk 
on them, so they hang them on 
their walls. But they are strong 
enough to use for a rug.” 
The furry masterpiece meas­ 
ured 34 by 60 inches and bore a 
$200 price tag. 
I asked Mrs. Reyna how long 
it takes her to weave such a 
rug. “About a month,” she re­ 
plied. 
In weaving rabbit skins, Mrs. 
Reyna has revived an ancient 
and long-forgotten Pueblo In­ 
dian craft. 
She said she revived the craft 
in 1971 after reading about rab­ 
bit skin weaving in some old 
books 
on

customs. 
“Long ago, so long that even 
the oldest people in the pueblo 
don’t remember it, blankets of 
rabbit skins were woven here 
at Taos Pueblo,” she said.

“Oh, no,” she replied. “If we 
killed the rabbits around here, 
there would be none left for our 
tribal purposes.” Mrs. Reyna 
says she buys her pelts from 
commercial rabbit breeders in 
New York and Arkansas and 
that they arrive already tanned 
for use. 
Mrs. Reyna, who says she is 
going on 50, is the mother of 
four children ranging in age 
from 13 to 27.

Junior college 
aid to be hiked 


JEFFERSON 
CITY, 
Mo. 
(AP) — State aid to junior col­ 
leges will be hiked beginning 
next year under a bill that has 
been signed by Gov. Christ­ 
opher S. Bond. 
“The junior colleges have 
had only one state aid increase 
since the mid-1960s,” Bond said 
Monday as he signed the meas­ 
ure amidst a crowd of support­ 
ers. 
"State support for junior col­ 
leges has often lagged behind 
its 
support 
for 
ther 
in­ 
stitutions,” the governor said. 
“Public junior and community 
colleges provide higher educa­ 
tion opportunities for thousands 
of Missourians of all ages. 
They now face staggering en­ 
rollment 
increases 
because 
they are providing poplular 
programs of high quality and 
low cost which are geared to­ 
ward 
occupational advance­ 
ment.” 
The new law will increase 
state support for junior colleges 
from $16.66 a credit hour to $20 
an hour next year at a cost es­ 
timated at $3.5 million. 
Following that initial year un­ 
der the flat boost, the junior 
colleges will then begin sub­ 
mitting budget requests to the 
state Coordinating Board for 
Higher Eudcation, which will 
review them and recommend a 
specific level of aid up to a 


maximum of 50 per cent of the 
average cost per hour. 
Bond had recommended that 
change in financing in his legis­ 
lative message to the General 
Assembly in January. He had 
vetoed a bill last year that 
would have boosted state aid to 
$21 an hour the first year and 
$24 an hour thereafter because 
he said funds to finance the 
hike had not been allocated. 
“The new system,” Bond 
said, “allows junior colleges to 
participate as full partners in 
the budget and planning proc­ 
ess for higher education in Mis­ 
souri under the supervision of 
the Coordinating Board.” 
While full funding of the new 
plan would cost an estimated 
$14 million more than the state 
is spending now, Bond empha­ 
sized that any level of junior 
college funding will be depend­ 
ent on availability of state rev­ 
enues. 
Because of rising enroll­ 
ments, state aid under the flat 
increase is expected to cost $2.5 
million more than has been ap­ 
propriated for next year, a 
bond Spokesman said. 
The governor also signed bills 
that bring all junior colleges in 
the state under direct control of 
the Coordinating Board and in­ 
clude all junior college districts 
in the non-teacher school em­ 
ploye’s retirement system.
